Troops Will Embark from a Half Dozen 
Different Polnts, 


COMMANDS ARE ABOUT SELECTED 


The Administration Thinks the Amer- 
ican Flag Will Be Raised Over 
Another Spanish Possession 
by Tomorrow 
Night. 


Washington, July 18.—After three days’ 
consultation between the president, Secre- 
tary Alger and General Brooke, during 
which there was frequent communication 
with General Miles at Siboney, the details 
of the Porto Rican expedition were perfect- 
ed and the expedition itself was got under 
way, General Miles, with some artillery 
and troops, sailing today for Porto Rico 
On the converted cruiser Yale, to be fol- 
lowed quickly by an army of 30,000 men. 

There are some notable differences in the 
plans for this expedition and for the state- 
ly naval pageant that sailed away from 
Tampa under General Shafter’s command 
to attack Santiago. 

First, there will be practically no 
naval convoys, the navy department 
having declared that they are unnec- 
essary as there is not a Spanish war- 
ship in the West Indies that dare trust 
its bow out of port. 

In the second place, the expedition does 
not start from one point, but will be divid- 
ed among several ports, thus preventing the 
tremendous congestion that was encounter- 


ee eS ee ee 


“ed at ‘Pampa in the effort to start thé big 
fleet. Lastly, there will be no effort made 
to get the ships/away together, but the 
transports will be allowed to find their own 
way to their destination without concert- 
ed ‘movements. 

General Miles Leads the Way. 

General. Miles Jeads the way. 
been promised by the president that he 
should go to Porto Rico and the promise 
was redeemed when the Yale headed today 
from Siboney for Porto Rico, 800 miles dis- 
tant. General Brooke will be the senior 
officer in Miles's command and upon him 
will fall the responsibility for the execution 
of the details of his superior’s plans. 

It is estimated that General Miles 
‘should arrive by Wednesday night at 
the point selected for the landing and 
will hoist the American flag at once 
over Forto Rican soil. 

The point chosen tor his landing ts kept 
secret, as the generai will land before the 
full body of the expedition is at hand and 
it is consequently not desirable that the 
enemy should be able to assemble a superior 
foree to meet him. The distance from 
Charleston, where the first body of troops 
for Miies’s expedition was to start today, is 
more than double the distance from San- 
tiago to Porto Rico, so that the transports 
which sail from the former city can scarce- 
ly reach General Miles before the early part 
of next week. These Charleston troops are 
the First brigade of the First division of 
the First army corps and are commanded 
by Brigadier Gencra] George H. Ernst. The 


. brigade comprises the Second Wisconsin, 


Third Wisconsin and Sixteenth Pennsylva- 
nia regiments. 


Campaign Will Be Short. 

The purpose of Secretary Alger is to 
make the Porto Rican campaign a short 
one. An overwhelming force will be 
thrown upon the island, and it is possible 
that a bloodless victory will be achieved 
when the Spanish become convinced that 
they thave no reasonable chance to resist 
successfully. 

The expedition is to comprise 30,000 men 
at| the start, and it will be swelled soon tu 
40,000, and if necessary to 70,000 men, the

The part which the navy is to take in 
the assault against Porto Rico has been 
fully matured. The several transport fleets 
will have with them one or two auxiliary 
craft carrying strong secondary batteries 
of six or eight pounders. Secretary Long 
said this afternoon that no time had been 
fixed for the departure of Adnmiiral Samp- 
son’s fleet for San Juan. As to the navy’s 
plans he would only say that they would 
co-operate in every way with the move- 
ments of the army. The reports that three 
monitors were on their way from Key 
West to San Juan was characterized by the 
secretary as unauthorized. It is the general 
understanding, however, that the navy will 
rely mainly on armored ships for the bom- 
bardment of San Juan, as the big battle- 
ships and monitors afford the best means 
of offensive warfare, while their armor 
belts protect them from such fire as the 
San Juan batteries can bring to bear. The 
fortifications there are much like those of 
Satniago, with a Morro castle at the en- 
trance of the harbor and a number of lesser 
fortifications leading up to the city. These, 
however, are viewed with less awe, since 
an examination of the Morro batteries at 
Santiago has shown them to be untiquated 
and capable of little effective resistance. 

Battleships Will Move at Once. 

The movement of the ships from San- 
tiago to their new fields of action will be- 
gin at once, and it is probable that some 
of Admira] Sampson’s ships were detached 
today, and proceeded with General Miles’s 
first expedition toward Porto Rico. They 
will be needed to cover the debarkation of 
the troops on Porto Rican soil. The others 
will follaw as soon as the full army expe- 
dition is ready to make a landing, when 
the attack will begin simultaneously from 
land and sea. 

Secretary Long said today that no appre- 


penser whatever existed over the Spanish 


threat that. the Camara squadron will be 
divided, a part of the ships coming to this 
side to attack American seaport cities. 
This is looked upon as a sheer bluff and it 
will not have the effect of changing any of 
the navy plans or of withdrawing any 
ships for patrol service on the Atlantic 
coast. Should the Spanish threat be made 
good sbdips more than a match for any 
of Camara’s vessels would be available at 
any Atlantic port on short notice. 

No time has been set for the departure 
of commodore Watson's squadron for 
Spain, although this move also is drawing 
rapidly near. Secretary Long said today 
that reported new lists of the ships of the 
squadron were inaccurate, as the list had 
not been finally made up. 

It has been decided that none of the 
troops that participated in the actual 
fighting before Santiago shall be employed 
on the Porto Rico expedition. There are 
two reasons for this, first, the men have 
suffered severely from hardships, the cli- 
mate and from fevers and are entitled to a 
rest; second, it is deemed to be very bad 
practice to allow the soldiers who have 
béen exposed to yellow fever to be brought 
in contact with those fresh from the United 
States. There is also still another ‘reason, 
a purely military one, Ten thousand Span- 
ish troops are at Holguin, Manzanillo and 
other points within striking distance of 
Santiago and might not lose an opportunity 
to recover the ground lost at Santiago if 
the place were! left insufficiently protected. 
Therefore, Shafter’s entire army is to be 
kept on guard on the high hills in the 
rear of the town until the men have stamp- 


' ed out the yellow fever. Then they will 


take a turn at the Spaniards if they can 
be found and it may be that Shafter’s 
march will end at Havana, He will work 
as far from his base as possible after his 
army is thoroughly refreshed, hunting the 
enemy wherever they are liable to be 
found.

Washington, July 18.—A state paper that

It provides in general terms for the gov- 
ernment of the province of Santiago de 
Cuba, and is the first document of the kind 
ever prepared by a president of the United 
States. 

By order of Secretary Alger, Adjutant 
General Corbin tonight cabled the docu- 
ment to General Shafter, in command of 
the military forces at Santiago. The paper 
is not only an authorization and instruc- 
tion of General Shafter for the government 
of the 
prockamation to the people of the terri- 


captured territory, but also a 


tory of the intentions of the government 
of the United States regarding them and 
It marks the tormal estab- 
lishment of a new political power in the 
island of Cuba, and insifres to the people 
of the territory over which the power ex- 
tends absolute security in the exercise of 
their private rights and relations, as well 
as security to their persoris and property. 
The full text of the document is as 


follows: 


“Adjutant General’s Office, Washington, 
July ,18, 1898.—General Shafter, Santiago, 
Cuba: The following is sent you for your 
information and guidance. It will be pub- 
lished in such manner in both English and 
Spanish as will give it the widest circula- 
tion In the territory under your control: 

How the President’s Letter Reads. 

“Executive Mansion, Washington, July 138, 
1888.—_To the Secretary of War. Sir: The 
capitulation of the Spanish forces in San- 
tiago de Cuba and in the eastern part of 
the province of Santiago, and the occupa- 
tion of the territory by the forces of the 
United States, render it necessary to in- 
struct the military commander of the 
United States as to the conduct which he 
is to observe during the military occupa- 
tion. 

“The first effect of the mifitary occupa- 
tion of the enemy’s territory is the sever- 
ance of the former political relations of the 
inhabitants and the establishment of a 
new political power. Under this changed 
condition of things the inhabitants, so long 
as they perform their duties, are entitled 
to security in their persons and property, 
and in aH their private rights and relations. 
It is my desire that the jnhabitants of Cu- 
ba should be acquainted with the purpose 
of the United States to discharge to the 
fullest extent its obligations in this regard, 
It will therefore be the duty of the com- 
mander of tiie army of occupation to an- 
nounce and prociaim in the most public 
manner that we come not to make war upon 
the inhabitants of Cuba, nor upon any par- 
tv or faction among them, but to protect 
them in their homes, in their employments 
and in their personal and religious rights. 
All persons who, either by aid or by honest 
submission, co-operate with the United 
States in its efforts to give effect to this 
beneficent purpose, will receive the reward 
of its support and protection. Our occupa- 
tion should be as free from severity as 
possible. 

Municipal Laws Remain in Force. 


‘‘Though the powers of the military é6ccu- 
pant are absolute and supreme, and imme- 
diately operate upon the political condition 
of the inhabitants, the municipal laws of 
the conquered territory, such as affect pri- 
vate rights of person and property, and 
provide for the punishment of crime, are 
considered as continuing in force, so far as 
they are compatible with the new order of 
things, until they are suspended ,or su'per- 
seded by the occupants, and in praictice 
they are not usually abrogated, but are al- 
lowed to remain in force, and to be ad- 
ministered by the ordinary trfbunals, sub- 
statially as they were before the occupa- 
tion. This practice is, so far as possible, 
to be adhered to on the present occasion. 
The judges and the other @ficials connected 
with the administration of justice may, 
under the supremacy of the United States, 
continue to administer the ordinary law of 
the land, as between man and man, under 
the supervision of the American command- 
er-in-chief. The native constabulary will, 
so far as may be practicable, be reserved. 
The freedom of the people to pursue their. 
accustomed occupations wiil be abridged 
only when it may be necessary to do so. 

“While the rule of conduct of the Ameri- 
can commander-in-chief wii be such as 
has just been defined; it will be his duty 
to adopt measures of a different kind, if, 
unfortunately, the course of the people 
should render such measures indispensable 
to the maintenance of law and order. He 
will then possess the power to Yeplace or 
expel the native officials in part or alto- 
gether, to substitute new courts of his own 
construction for those that now exist, or 
to create such new or supplementary tri- 
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are to be given.

this right is to be exercised within such 
limitations that it may,not savor of confis- 
cation.

ABOUT THE PORTO MICO TRADE. 


Statistics Show the Exports and Im- 
ports of the Island. 


Washington, July 18.—The foreign trade 
of Porto Rico is conducted chiefly with 
Spain, the United Siates, Cuba, Germany, 
the United Kingdom and France, having 
an average annual value of $9,888,074, which 
is 28.80 per cent of the total valuation plac- 
ed on the island’s commerce. The United 
States ranks second in trade with Porto 
Rico, the value of goods exchanged averag- 
ing $6,845,262 a year, or 19.04 percent of the 
total value. Cuba’s trade with Porto Rico 
amounted to 18.41 per cent of the total, 
ae an average yearly value of $4,06v,- 


Spain’s trade with Porto Rico, according 
to Spanish returns, increased in value from 
$4,929,779 in 1887 to $12,644,955 in 1896. During 
1896 exports from Porto Rico advanced from 
$2,518,565 to $5,376.457. : 


THEY BURN THE LIGHTHOUSES. 


Spaniards Not Pleased with Capitula- 
tion by Toral. 

New York, July 18.—The Journal’s Key 
West dispatch says that in protest against 
the act of capitulation signed by Toral 
at Santiago, the Spanish lightkeepers at 
Cape Maysi and Cape Lucrea, Cuba, both 
within the district agreed to be surrender- 
ed, have burned down their lighthouses.

Manila, July 13, via Hong Kong, July 18.— 
An important interview has just bees held 
between General Aguinaldo’s secretary, Le- 
Garda, and a prominent native white man, 
and the Spanish commandeg, Captain Gen- 
eral Augusti. The insurgents’ representa- 
tives urged General “Augusti to surrender 
the city, asserting that 50,000 insurgents 
surrounded Manila and were able to enter 
it at any moment. Thus far, they added, 
the insurgents had been restrained with 
difficulty, but if the Spaniards continued 
stubborn the result would be that the insur- 
gents would be compelled to bombard and 
storm the city, “‘with the inevitable slaugh- 
ter, unparalleled in history, because in the 
excitement of battle they cannot discrim- 
inate.” 

Continuing, the captain general’s visitor 
advised him to disregard the official fic- 
tions regarding alleged Spanish victories in 
Cuba and re-enforcements coming to the 
Philippine ftslands, and proposed a recon- 
ciliation between the Spaniards in the Phil- 
ippines under a republican flag and a joint 
endeavor to persuade the Americans to 
abandon hostilities in the Philippine is- 
lands. Finally, the representatives of the 
insurgents proposed an appeal to the pow- 
ers to recognize the independence of. the 
Philippine islands. 


Says He Will Fight It Out. 

The captain general replied that he must 
fight, however hopeless the Spanish cause. 
LeGarda then returned to Cavite, taking 
with him the native, who is a paroled pris- 
oneT, + 

The natives inside the city say they re- 
ceived a fortnight ago a concerted signal 
to prepare for storming the walls. A sec- 
ond signal fixing the date of the assault 
has not yet been issued, and they are tired 
of waiting and are losing faith in Aguinal- 
do. The latter, it is alleged, finds it ex- 
tremely difficult to capture the town forti- 
fications. His previous success, it is point- 
ed out, was easy because of the nature 
of the country, which suited his skirmish- 
ers. It is further alleged that the principal 
points captured by the insurgents were ob- 
tained possession of througth treachery. 

The insurgents are now bringing artillery 
around by the sea from Malabon, which 
is tedious and troublesome worl. They are 
also obtaining detailea@ reports of the con- 
dition of affairs from the inside of the 
city. 

Dewey Tightens Blockade. 

Admiral Dewey is establishing a more 
strict blockade, lest it be invaidated by 
permitting neutrals ta visit Cavite and 
Mailabon and send and receive mails inclos- 
ing surreptitious Spanish dispatches. Hae 
has threatened to station warships oppo- 
site the city, which might precipitate hos- 
tilities, as thé Spanish officers declare they 
will certainly fire on any American within 
range, regardless of the consequences.

Surgeon Arthur Sends ~hysicians and 
Nurses to Cuba. 
Washington, July 18.—A disaptch was 
received last night stating that the entire 
number of fever cases up to that time did 

not exceed 300. 

This lowered the estimate by one-half 
from that given in press dispatches, and 
was a source of satisfaction to the au- 
thorities. 

Surgeon Arthur, at New York, has been 
given carte blanche to get together, at 
the earliest moment, a large number of con- 
tract doctors and nurses familiar with fever 
cases. They will go to Santiago on the 
Resolute, which leaves the American line 
pier tomorrow morning. 

The (following telegram was received 
from Dr. LaGarde regarding the case of 
General Duffield. It was dated yesterday, 
but did not come to hand until today: 


“Genera] Duffield has yellow fever; is at 
division hospital, but is doine nicely; much 
better today.”’ 

General Duffield is a man of vigorous 
constitution, and no doubt is felt that he 
will be able to recover from the disease. 


BRYAN’S REGIMENT ON ROAD. 


Nebraskan Starts with His Troops for 
Jacksonville, Fla. : 

Omaha, Neb., July 18.—Cotonel William J. 
Bryan’s regiment has at last started for 
the front and the latte presidential candi- 
date tn his soldier’s umiform is now on 
the Burlington road en route to Jackson- 
ville, where his regiment will be under the 
command of General Fitzhugh Lee. 

Bright and early today orders were issued 
by Colonel] Bryan to the soMiers of ‘his reg- 
iment, the Third Nebraska volunteer in- 
fantry, to move on thirty minutes’ notice, 
and from that time until the last man 
stepped on board the train all was hurry 
and bustle. 

Colonel Bryan, his staff ang the Second 
battalion of the regiment started over the 
Burlington road and will be transferred to 
the Illinois Central at Mendota, Ill., thence 
to Duquoin, ‘Ill., and from there to Martin. 
They will take the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis road to Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and Atlanta, and thence over the 
Centra] of Georgia to Albany, and from 
there will take the Plant system to Jack- 
sonville. 

Major McClay, with the Third battalion, 
went east over the Rock Island. The First 
battalion, under Lieutenant Colonel] Vif- 
quin, goes via St. Louis. The regiment 
will be reunited at Nashville. 


AHEARN MAKES HIS REPORT. 


Messages from Gomez’s Camp Show 
That He Has 5,000 Meh. 


Washington, July 18.—Liéutenant Ahearn 
brought to Secretary Alger the report of the 
expedition which carried supplies to Gen- 
eral Gomez in the Florida.and Fanita. The 
expedition was under the command of 
Lieutenant Johnson, Tenth cavalry, who 
has remained in dharge to see that the 
arms and supplies are distributed accord- 
ing to the wishes of the United States gov- 
ernment. : 

General Gomez was found to have 5,000 
men poorly armed and equipped, and very 
little in the way of supplies. Supplies by 
the United States will enable Gomez to 
fully equip his troops and make it possible 
for them to be of some use in expelling 
Spain from the island. 

The expedition carried dynamite guns, 
rifles, ammunition, food, clothing and many 
other things in barge quantities. It landed 
on the south shore of Cuba, west of the 
trocha, and was ableito reach Gomez with- 
out great difficulty. 


Says Surrender Was Timely. 


London, July 18.—The Times this morning, 
in course of its weekly review, says that 
the Santiago negotiations are honorable to 
both combatants; and their success was 
probably due to the wise and statesmanlike 
concession of Washington to send the 
Spanish garrison home. There is not the 
slightest doubt that troops possessed of 
such great fighting capacity as the Ameri- 
cans have shown could have at any time 
stormed Santiago. Happily, a useless sacri- 
fice of life has been averted.. 


Are Ignorant of Surrender. 


Guantanamo Bay, July 17,9 p. m.—The 
problem of notifying the Spanish troops of 
the Fourth army corps, outside of those 
which composed the garrison of Santiago 
de Cuba, of the surrender of General 
Toral’s forces is likely to cause some trou- 
ble. The Spaniards at Guantanamo are 
still fgnorant of the surrender and the 
Cubans under General Perez have daily 
skirmishes with the detenders of the town, 
who are trying to break through the lines 
and join the Spanish forces at Santiago. 


Waiting for Sampson’s Report. 


Washington, July 18.—Admiral Sampson's 
report on the estruction of Cervera’s 
squadron has not yet reached the navy de- 
partment, although it is more than two 
weeks since that famous naval fight oc- 
curred. The report is on its way, howev- 
er, coming by one of the auxiliary craft, 
— will be in hand within the next few 
ays. 


Supplies for Warships. 


New York, July 18.—The provision ship 
Glacier will sail tomorrow or Wednesday 
for Santiago. She will carry a very large 
qvantity of meat, provisions and vegeta- 
bies to the American war vessels now off 
the Cuben coast, and in aédit on to these 
she will take a lot of general supplies, 
which are much needed on the warships. 


Red Cross Yacht Crippled. 


New York, July 18.—The Evening World’s 
Key West correspondent telegraphs today: 
“The yacht Red “ross, with doctors, 
nurses ‘and a fuil supply of medicines, 
which left Saturday for Santiago, has re- 
turned in a crippied condition. When sev- 
enty miles away her tank burst. The sup- 
plies and doctors wil] be transferred to the 
first transport leaving.”’

UPRISING HAS BEEN ARRANGED 


Spain Will Soon Have Enough Trou- 
bles at Home To Divert Her 
Attention from Her War 
with the United 
States. 


Madrid, July 18—The necessity of mak- 
ing peace is now universally admitted, but 
the necessity of making it quick- 
ly is not geerally realized an 
partly owing to Senor Sagasta’s 
indecision, apparently nothing defi- 
nite is being done by the government, 
which seems in no hurry to make pro- 
posals. 

Captain General Blanco and General Tor- 
al were given a free hand in the surrender 
of Santiago, as the government did not 
desire to expose itself to such criticism 
as followed the destruction of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron when it was alleged that 
the government ordered Admiral Cervera 
to quit the bay. 

It is well known here that for some time 
past the carlists have been secretly plac- 
ing stores, arms and ammunition in the 
smaller towns along the French side of 
the froritier. When the signal for a carlist 
rising is givn the taking of these supplies 
and munitions of war across the frontier 
will occupy at the most & single night, 
as the men are ready and know where 
they must go to receive arms and equip- 


ments. 
Carlos’s Order Stringent. 
The Basque provinces seem very quiet,. 


but this is explained by the fact that the .- 


orders of Don Carlos are most stringent 
in the sense that nothing must be attempt- 
ed until he gives the signal, when the 
rising is to be general. 

The government has increased measures 
of precaution to nip in the bud any attempt 
of the kind. During the last few days 
more troops arrived at Tolosa and Vergera, 
two points of strategical importance in the 
last civil war. The signal for the* rising 
probably will be given in the country be- 
tween Catalonia and Valencia and in: Na- 
varre, where Don Carlos has his most fa- 
natical partisans. The Basque provinces 
would follow when the garrisons there shall 
have been weakened by the necessity of 
sending troops to fight the carlists in Na- 
varre.

A storm of protest was raised yesterday 
afternoon during the meeting of the exec- 
utive committee of the Confederate Reunion 
Association on account of the attack Dr. 
L. G. Broughton, of the Third Baptist 
church, is credited with having made upon 
General C. A. Evans while delivering his 
morning sermon last Sunday. 

In the opinion of the members, the attack 
was both unwarranted and unjust, and they 
did not hesitate to say so, although they 
were very dignified and no fiery speeches 
were made on the subject. General Evans 
himself brought the matter to the atten- 
tion of the committee, giving as his reason 
that he had been attacked and that he 
thought the committee should Know of his 
reasons for refusing the use.of the taber- 
nacle for lecturing purposes. 

It appears that Dr. Dixon was invited to

use of the tabernacle for the use of the 
confederate veterans during reunion week 
at a cost of $176. 

When Dr. Broughton telephoned General 
Evans asking for the use of the building 
he was refused because General Evans 
thought it unwise to break the rule of the 
association during reunion week. 

Yesterday General BEvans rendered the 
following report upon the controversy to 
the executive committee of the association: 

“On a consultation between the chairman 
of the executive committee, W. A. Hemp- 
hill, and myself Saturday it was agreed to 
adinere to the original purpose ot having 
the tabernacle opened during reunion week 
for confederate purposes only, as the Re- 
union Association had rented it for eix 
months for that purpose. 

“I gave no notice to any one to close the 
tabernacle against anybody on Monday 
night, ‘but the notice was doubtless given 
by one in authority. I was called up Sat- 
urday night by telephone to answer ques- 
tions about it and I answered according to 
the facts. I did not vse the word church 
in my answer. I @id not know that any 
church had anything to do with the matter. 
I did not use the word ‘imposition’ at all. 
I stated my regrets that a mistake had 
been made, and being pressed with ques- 
tions, replied that the tabernacle might be 
needed for the use of confederate veterans, 
and said positively that it would be so held 
and that it was not fair to take advantage 
of the occasion which had cost us so much 
trouble and money to bring a lecturer to 
the tabernacle during reunion week. To 


that Dr. Dixon had been invited without 
the knowledge that his coming would inter- 
fere with the reunian. I have no personal 
feeling about this matter. I have never 
had the favor of seeing Dr. Broughton 
that I knew of and have no purpose to ob- 
struct his work only as it interferes with 
our reunion plans.

A number of veterans who will attend 
the convention of reunions arrived in the 
city yesterday in wagons. They came from 
north Georgia and some of them drove 
several hundred miles in order to attend 
the reunion.

The executive committee announces 
that the name adopted for the building in 
which the reunion will be held is the Con- 
federate Auditoryim, and not the Confed- 
erate Tabernacle; as it has been designated 
on several occasions. This announcement 
is made because of the confusion arising 
from the fact that there is already a tab- 
ernacle in the city. 

Cobb’s Legion and Cobb’s Brigade. 

Some confusion has arisen over the two 
commands, Cobb’s legion and Cobb's brig- 
ade. Many have thought they were the 
same, but there is much difference between 
them, 

About the same time q@uring a recess of 
the provisional confederate congress in the 
early summer of 1861, the two Joving broth- 
ers, Howell Cobb, president of that con- 
gress, and Thomas R. R. Cobb, member of 
the same from Georgia, determined to 
raise regiments for the military service. 
And so Howell Cobb raised the Sixteenth 
Georgia, and Thomas R. R. Cobb raised 
“Cobb’s legion,’”’ composed in part of in- 
fantry. cavalry and artillery. 

These commands were soon sent into ser- 
vice down on the penisula. In the latter 
part of 1861 Howell Cobb was made brig- 
adier general, and was at once placed in 
command of a brigade gonstituted at Suf- 
folk, Va., and of the following regiments: 
Sixteenth Georgia, his old regiment, then 
under command of Colonel Goode Bryan; 
Twenty-second Georgia, Coloner McMillan; 
Cobb’s legion, Colonel Thomas R. R. Cobb; 
Fifth Louisiana, Colonel Levy, and Fif- 
teenth North Carolina, name of whose colo- 
nel is forgotten, was killed at the battle of 
“Dam No. 1.” 

General Howell Cobb was in command 
of this brigade at Suffolk, Goldsboro, Dam 
No. 1, down. the peninsula, on the retreat 
to Richmond, during the seven days’ fight- 
ing around Richmond, at Savage station, 
Malvern Hill, etc., on the tour up the Po- 
tomac, at Crampton’s Gap, into Maryland, 
surrender of Harper’s ferry, Sharpsburg, 
etc., and until he wags made major general 
and ordered by the president to another 
department in the fall of 1862. At that time 
Colonel Thomas R. R. Cobb was made 
brigadier general and placed in command 
of the same ‘‘Cobb’s brigade,’ and was 
killed December 22d, at Fredericksburg, 
Va., where, on the front line, in achieving 
one of the greatest victories. of the war, 
he did perhaps more than any one man in 
the entire action. This historic battle and 
the part General Thomas R. R. Cobb and 
his brigade took in it, needs no comment. 
History vividly records it, and General 
Robert E. Lee emphasized it by personal 
letter to General Howell Cobb, now in pos- 
session of the family of General Thomas 
R. R. Cobb.

General Anderson’s Brigade. 


No brigade of confederate soldiers saw 
harder service or was in more battles than 
that commanded by General George T. An- 
derson, who was early nick-named by his 
devoted soldiers ‘““Tige’’ Anderson, just as 
Benning was nicknamed ‘‘Rock,” General 
Benning being the commander also of an- 
other Georgia brigade. The following letter 
from General Tige Anderson has been re- 
ceived: 

“Anniston, Ala., July 14, 1898.—Major 
George Hillyer—My Dear Sir: Yours of the 
13th instant to hand. I expect to reach At- 
lanta July 20. 1898, on the 11:30 a. m. train 
on Georgia Pacific railroad, and will take 
pleasure in calling at headquarters of the 
gallant Ninth Georgia regiment. Remem- 
ber me kindly to any of my old boys that 
I fail to see. I love every man of my old 
brigade dearly. None nobler or braver ever 
served their country. Cannot you, Captain 
Morrow, Captain Maddox, es ells 
and others get the brigade together and let 
us go to the reunion in a body. Yours 
truly.

HUSBAND'S STRANGE STORY 


Ed Bailey Claims His Wife Drank 
Three Tumblerfuls of Alcohol. 
He Was Arrested. 


A negro woman died suddenly and mys- 
teriously yesterday afternoon in the rear 
of Nc. 117 Garnett street, and her husband 
tells a remarkable story about her having 
drank three tumblerfuls of pure alcohol. 

Detectiye Sergeant Harvey Bedford re- 
ceived information last night that Luella 
Bailey had died suddenly at No. 117 Gar- 
hett street, and he went to the place and 
found the wceman being hastily prepared 
for the grave, while her husband, id 
Bailey, nervously superintended operations. 

Luella was well Sunday and went visite 
ing. She was seen Monday morning and 
appeared to be in good health. At 7 o’vlock 
last night she was dead. 

There were ugly bruises about the wo- 
man’s face and head, but no evidence that 
she had died from violence that the Officer 
could find. The suspicious circumstances, 
however, were of such a nature as to 
cause him to put the negro under arrest. 

At the police barracks Ed told a most 
remarkable stury. He suid: 

“Sunday morning Luella and myself went 
to visit a relative in the country ana when 
we were there she drank three tumblersful 
of pure alcohol. I don’t Know why she 
drank it unless she wanted whisky aud tne 
alcohol was the best thing she could get. 
She was well Sunday night and Monday 
morning, but took sick in the afternoon, 
and I thought it was caused by the alco- 
hol. I sent for a doctor and did what lI 
could to save her life.’’ 

The officer decided to hold Ed until the 
coroner could make un investigation. An 
inquest will be held this morning.
